Police say explosives available 
for purchase on ‘local market’

TEL AVIV. — The two handgre- 
nades found yesterday in the Ra- 
mat Aviv home of an engineer, 
the grenades thrown during the 
Hatikva riots, the explosions which 
have rocked the city over the past 
year as the underworld sought to 
"gettle its accounts," point to the 
availability of these items for those 
interested in using them. And i- 
deed a gical exists, according to 
a police eSMan.

Asked whether the police were 
turning their special attention to 
this explosives market, a police 
spokesman said that they and the 
military police were {nvestigating 
the matter. 

‘The civil police investigation, it 
was explained, was essentially an 
information-gathering operation and 
@ normal part of the police intelli- 
gence's day-to-day work. 

Special units are set up, it was 
explained, to investigate all the 
events and circumstances surround- 
ing ἃ major crime.

But police were urgently hunting 
for a Kuwaiti, Khaled Mohammed 
al-Katami, who spent time with the 
young man in a Vienna hotel just 
before he left for Israel. 

Robert Danziger, state police 
chief, said al-Katemi arrived in 
Vienna from Kuwait on Monday 
and stayed at the same hotel a3 
Muller in Vienna's 8th district. The 
two men stayed in adjoining rooms, 
spoke English to each other and 
both checked out Tuesday, he said. 

Danziger said al-Katami had not 
been seen since and police were an- 
xdous to question him about his con- 
nection with Muller. 

He also said that reports by se- 
curity officers who examined Mul- 
ler’s e before the Austrian 
Airways flight to Tel Aviv gave no 
Treason to believe they had overlook- 
ed any bomb or explosive material. 

Reacting sharply to Israeli press 
allegations that Austria was neg- 
ligent over security, an Austrian 
Foreign Ministry spokesman, said, 
“It would be wise to consider what 
happened in the 59 minutes that pas- 
sed between the unloading of the 
baggage in Tel Aviv and the explo- 
sion." 

Police chief Danzinger said he did 
not believe it was possible for 
Strangers to penetrate the Vienna 
Airport and put extra luggage on 
board a departing aircraft. 

“All baggage is checked for the 
correct boarding label before it is 
loaded on the plane,” he said. No 
foreign workers are employed in 

handling, he addde. 

Danziger ted that the man 
did not intend to detonate the bomb 
when he opened the bag, since It was 
unlikely that a European of his des- 
cription would have acted in a sui- 
cidal way, He said police officers on 
duty at the airport checked the 
Man’s two pieces of luggage which 
contained only laundry, clothing, 
shoes and toilet articles. He carried 
a third bag of about 39 by. 30 cen- 
timetres which was checked by other 
officers, . 


Callaghan to 
visit Israel 
this year

According to airport officials, the 
damage caused by the bomb Is esti- 
mated at TL20,000, Beefed-up service 
crews managed yesterday to finish 
most of the repair work. Business 
was as usual yesterday at the air- 
port, with all the 50 flights leaving 
and coming more or less on 
schedule.

US. bars 
labour men 
from Russia 


WASHINGTON. — Under pressure 
from the AFL-CIO, the U.S. has 
refused to grant visas to a labour 
delegation from the Soviet Union 
to visit this country, the State De- 
partment said yesterday. 

Spokesman Frederick Brown told 
newsmen that the AFL-CIO is op- 
Posed to albour exchanges with Com- 
munist labour officials because “such 
exchanges would equate our free 
trade unions with government-con- 
trolied trade unions in the Soviet 
Union.” 


Brown said that in handling the 
visa applications “we gave weight 
to the mainstream opinion of orga- 
nized labour in the United States." 

In Moscow, the secretary of the 
Central Council of Trade Unions, 
Pyotr Plmenov, accused the U.S. 
Government of violating the 1975 
Helsinki agreement on East-West 
exchanges by turning down the visa 
applications. 

State Department yesterday 
also issued figures showing that the 
USSE, while formally easing its 
emigration rules somewhat, gave 
about 5,000 exit visas for Israel in 
the first four months of the year. 
At this rate, 1976 would show a 
slight increase over last year when 
18,000 exit visas for Israel were 
issued. 

The figures also show a continued 
increase in the relatively small 
number of exit visas for the U.S. 
In 1975, the U.S. Embassy proces- 
sed 1,162 emigrants. This year, it 
processed about 680 in the first 
four months. 

About 50 per cent of the 1975 to- 
tal bound for the U.S. were Jews. 
About 35 per cent of the emigrants 
processed this year were Jews. Ar- 
menians are the other major emi- 
grating group coming to the U.S. 
from the Soviet Union and their 
number is rising faster than Jews.

Nebraskan urges Israel ‘to persevere’

Jerusalem should always remain 
a united city under Israeli sover- 
elgnty, Nebraska Governor J. James 
Exon said yesterday. 

“With the city being the cradle 
of the three major religions, Jeru- 
salem means more to Americans 
than Israelis realize," he said in an 
interview with The Jerusalem Post. 

The Democratic governor added 
that after his tour of the north, he 
is convinced that Israel should not 
give up the strategic hills of the 
Golan Heights “until she receives 
Guarantees — from a collection of 
powers within or outside the aus- 
Pieces of the UN.” 

The governor is leaving today af- 
ter a 12-day visit as a guest of 
Israel Bonds, 

The tall, folksy Democrat, who 
supported Henry Jackson for his 
party's nomination before he dropped 
out of the primary races, said he 
was “worried by the encroachment 


of the Soviet Union into the free 
world in recent years. They’ve pulled 
the wool over people's eyes.” 

Governor : Exon suggested that 
food, the main item produced in his 
state, be seen as a tool in the 
quest for peace. “A bushel of wheat 
costs the same as a handgrenade, 
but it can mean more for peace, in 
the long run, than weapons.” He 
addded that the Soviet Union has 
been granted tod many favours by 
the U.S. on wheat, and that it should 
at least pay im advance for next 
year’s order rather than buy freely 
and at will. 

The governor noted that the 1.5 
talllion citizens of Nebraska consider 
the Middle East as an election issue 
this year, especially since a flare- 
up of the area’s “tinderbox” has 
an indirect but strong effect on 
farm prices. 

He urged Israelis, who seem to 
him more serious and less carefree 
than on his first visit in 1972, to 
“persevere. I’m amazed at how

much you have accomplished inter- 
nally despite the emergency state 
under which you live.” He cited for 
praise the fact that “so many Arab 
children are in school” and the “fine 
care by Israeli authorities” of the

HAIFA. — A multi-million dollar 
hetel and apartment hotel project 
on, Carmel (Khayat! Beach, sub- 
mitted by Canadian investors and 
intended to attract tourists displaced 
from Beirut by the civil war, was 
approved last night by the local 

town planning committee. 

The 75 dunam site is one of the 
city’s most popular beaches and on 
Saturdays during the summer at- 
tracts crowds of 15,000. 

The investors want to erect a 
250-bed, six-story, five-star hotel, 
anc another five 16- to 24-storey 
buildings with 1,200 dwellings to be 
leased as apartment hotels to for- 
eign and local tourists. For the 
hotel they are seeking a 60 per 
cent long term, unlinked loan from 
the Tourism Ministry. Included in 
the project are two two-storey com- 
mercial buildings; beach, recreation 
and sports facilities, live cabins,

two tennis courts, and the swim. 
ming pool which already exists, 
restaurants, open air cafes, and 2 
five-metre-wide promenade. The in- 
vestors' representatives said all the 
beach facilities would be accegsible 
to the public. ᾿ 

The project was approved by the 
majority, with some abstentions 
and two no’s, one vehement and 
vocal, by Councillor Dov Roth (Ma- 
pam), the other by Dr. Shevach 
Weilsg (Labour). 

Roth asked for an adjournment of 
so important 2 project for a fort- 
night.

TEL AVIV. The municipality 
here yesterday granted a two month 
postponement to Yitzhak Harari 
Guriag which he 1s to demolish his 
warehouse in the Hatikva quarter. 

A decision earlier the week to 
pull down the warehouse, which is 
built on public land, sparked off 
riots in which eight people were 
wounded by Molotov cocktails and 
handsrenades. Two more were ar- 
rested yesterday for their involve- 
ment in the riot. bringing the total 
held to 11. 

The postponement followed an hour- 
long meeting between Harari and 
Benyamin Nass of the municipality's 
Imspection unit. The reason cited by 


open the city spokesman for granting the 


delay was to give Harari time to 
supply orders for antennas. The 
structure on Rehov Netivot houses 
much of the equipment that Harari 
uses for his businéss — ¢ommuni- 
cations antennas for the Defence 
Ministry. 

Harari ls to sign a written gua- 
rantee that he will carry out the 
demotition im the alloted period. The 
guarantee is to be delivered to the 
city today. 


The delay has defused the tension 
in the Hatikva quarter but the 
problem remains. Residents are still 
unwilling to allow Harari to pull 
down his warehouse for fear that 
they may have to do the same to 
other buildings illegally constructed 
on public property. Mayor Shlomo 
Lahat has charged there is a "ma- 
fia" of those who urge people to 
build on public property with the 
intention of sharing the compensa- 
tion payments the city or some 
other authority may make in the 
future, 

According to Mordechai Virshuski 

of the municipal legal department, 
when the courts have handed down 
demolition orders on public property 
there is no obligation to pay com- 
pensation, In the past, however, it 
was common to offer some repara- 
tion to squatters in order to avoid 
lengthy and costly legal proceed- 
ings. 
"efirshuakt said that in 1975 the 
courts had ordered 920 demolitions 
in Tel Aviv. Of these, 370 obliged 
the individual to carry out the de- 
molition while the rest were to be 
carrled out by the city. So far the 
city has only carried out 111 such 
orders. 


Shavit says industry can 
invade Common Market

TEL AVIV. — Israel industry can 
“whip itself into the fighting shape” 
needed to make a serious invasion 
of the European Common Market 
both in regard to quality and 
price, Avraham (“Buma”) Shavit, 
President of the Manufacturers 
Association, said yesterday after 
leading ‘a i7-man delegation of in- 
dustrialists from all sectors to 
Austria and the Common Market. 

“We always thought that the 
Common Market was a frightening 
boogey-man. But after being there, 
after comparing prices and qual- 
ity, our fears have evaporated con- 
siderably,” he said 

The biggest gbstacle facing Is- 
rael's. industrial invasion was “that 
we have to learn aggressive mar- 
keting technicues. The markets are 
there, we just have to open them,” 
he said 

He rejected the idea that small 
and medium Israeli plants counld not 
compete with the European giants. 


The size of the local plants, which ing 


could be geared quickly to turn 
out small series of items — smal 
stoves for yachts, “left-handed” 
refrigerator doors — gave them a 
special advantage, he claimed. 
One emerging problem, however, 
was that aithough the customers 
barrier had come tumbling down, 


it was being replaced by a “stand- 
ards barrier.” Each country of the 
Common Market had set up speci- 
fic standards for import goods and 
could delay these goods for months 
while they tested if the incoming 
goods met thelr standards. This is 
designed to protect the goods ma- 
nufacturers in the home country. 

Shavit thought that this problem 
could be overcome by having the 
stamp of approval of the I[srael 
Standards Institution recognized by 
the European countries as guaran- 
teeing the proper specifications. 

Another limitation, according to 
Shavit, was that Israel services —~ 
the mail phones, telex, banking 
and credit facilities, transport, etc. 
were inefficlent in comparison 
to the European. He also saw the 
lack of industrial manpower to 
man the second and third shifts 
as a serious shortcoming. 

Shavit said he was both bevwild- 
ered and astounded by the strike 
at the Ashdod plant over double 
severance pay for the 100 men be- 
fired. “They can easily get 
jobs in industry tomorrow in near- 
by plants. I promise you that these 
workers will not get strike pay. 
They will not get one penny sever- 
ance pay more than that provided 
for by. the work contract ‘ they 
signed, neither will they get one 
penny less," he declared.

AIR FREIGHT CHARTER COMPANY STILL IN DOUBT 
Hod warns, gov’t wavers, Agrexco plans

Mordechai “Motti® Hod warned 
yesterday thet El Al may block 
the formation of his proposed air 
eargo charter company, and the 
Knesset.

New centre for 
worst juvenile 
delinquents

A closed wing for the worst 
cases of delinquent boys will open 
at the Mitzpe Yam diagnostic cen- 
tre for juvenile delioquents on Sun- 
day. The new wing will have places 
for 40 inmates, Until now the Wel- 
fare Ministry had only one insti- 
tution, Gil Am, near Haifa, to which 
it could send boys sentenced to jail 
by the courts, the Ministry spokes- 
maa said yesterday. 

The first group of 16 juvenile 
offenders will be transferred to 
Mitzpe Yam from regular jails on 
Sunday. Among the inmates will be 
ἃ boy of 15 who has accumulated 
no less than 450 convictions. Be- 
cause some of these juvenile offen- 
ders are a danger to society and 
to themselves, judges io the past 
have had no choice but to send 
them to regular jails, the spokes- 
man gaid. 

The management of Mitzpe Yam 
will adopt the token system used 
successfully at Gil Am. Under this 
system, inmates can earn privileges 
in return for good behaviour. The 
wards referred to Mitzpe Yam have 
failed to respond to educational ef- 
forts in other imstitutions and it is 
realized that thelr chances of full 
rehabilitation are slim.

ROME.—450 Soviet Jews, who came 
to Italy after a brief stay in Israel 
end are now awaiting entry visas 
to the U.S., yesterday threatened a 
hunger strike if their problems are 
not solved by the end of the week.

Reagan’s 


big win 


fails to materialize 


NEW YORK.—The heaviest pres- 
idential primary day in American 
history ended with Pregident Ford 
holding off Ronald Reagan on what 
might have been a big Reagan day 
and Democratic front-runner Jimmy 
Carter increasing his delegate lead. 
There were six primaries on Tues- 
day, three in southern or border 
states and three in the far west, 
areas that are the cornerstone of 
Reagan's sun belt strategy of amass- 
ing delegates for the party’s nomi- 
nating convention in August. 
Ford managed a split in the popu- 
lar vote, winning as expected in 
Oregon and beating Reagon by nar- 
row margins in Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky. Ford picked up 76 delegates 
in the six contests, but Reagan's 
bigger wins in Nevada, Idaho and 
Arkansas gave him 100 additional 
. delegates, a net gain of 24 delegates 
on the day. 

With Tuesday's contests included, 
the President still leads, 777 dele- 
gates to 644 for R 

Carter won Arkansas, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, but lost Oregon, con-" 
sidered the ‘day’s main event, to 
Sen. Frank Church, Church also 
won in his home state of Idaho. 
California Goy. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. easily captured the Nevada 


primary. | 

But Carter, despite the mixed 
results, won a total of 137 dele- 
gates, combining those picked up 
in primaries with 28 more in dis- 
trict conventions in Missouri and 
two in an Alaban.a runoff. That 
puts the former Georgia governor 
past the halfway mark with 877 of 
the 1,505 delegat.s needed for the 
Democratic nomination. 

Carter picked up an added boost 


yesterday when Mayor Abraham 
Beame of New York endorsed him 
for the Democratic nomination. 

Rep. Morris K. Udall of Arizona, 
who picked up a scattered six dele- 
gates Tuesday, remains second with 
298.5. There is also a bloc of 399.5 
uncomunitted votes, 

Reagan had predicted he would 
win at least four of the six and it 
looked for 2 while like he might 
squeeze out a win in Tennessee to 
make his prediction good. Ford's 
Margin was narrow through much 
of the evening, and Reagan pulled 
to within 123 votes with about 50 
precincts left to report. 

But those precincts were in the 
Knoxville area, where Ford had 
done well all might and when they 
were finally counted, the President 
had squeezed through to a 1,500- 
vote victory, although he lost the 
delegate race 22-21 because of 
weighting by congressional districts. 

Stuart Spencer, Ford’s deputy 
campaign manager, said the Presi- 
dent was happy with the results. 
“This Is the night Reagan had to 
make a big comeback,” Spencer 
said. “He didn't do it.” 

Reagan sald he was pleased with 
his wins in Arkansas, Idaho and 
Nevada. He said of Kentucky and 
Tennessee, “I feel good doing as 
well as I did in these border states.” 

Chureh called the Oregon and 
Idaho wins “a quantum leap for- 
ward for my campaign.” And he 
added: “The results tonight show 
people are taking a second look at 
Jimmy Carter.” 

But Carter emphasized his dele- 
gate harvest and that he has won 
half the primaries he has entered 
in May. (AP) 


Philosopher Heidegger - 
dies in Germany at 86 


MESSKIRCH, West Germany. 
Martin Heldegger, one of the twen- 
tieth centurys most influential 
philosophers, died yesterday, accord- 
ing to the mayor's office in this 
south German town where he was 
born. He was 86-year-old. 

The exact cause of death was 
not immediately known, but a muni- 
cipal spokesman said he died of 
an unspecified infection. 

. Heidegger was one of Germany's 
Most esteemed thinkers, despite an 
intellectual reputation bruised by 
longtime membership in the Nazi 
party. 

Biographers and fellow philoso- 
phers heralded him as a chief ex- 
ponent of existentialism, although 
he himself dismissed this labeling 
as a misunderstanding. 


Heidegger turned first as a Frei- 
burg University student to Roman 
Catholic theology — and later pro- 
claimed himself an atheist. 

He studied natural sclence and 
finally changed to history and phi- 
losophy. His first philosophical work 
was an attack on all traditional 
systems of philosophy. 

Heidegger's activity during the 
Nazi era aroused controversy, es- 
pecially when, in a 1933 speech, he 
said of Hitler: “The Fuehrer himself 
and alone is the German reality, 
present and future.” Heidegger for 
a while attended Nazi party func- 
tions and broke off his relations

Within two years of Hitler’s rise 
to power, however, Heidegger had 
become disillusioned with the Nazi 
regime and resigned his rectorship 
at the University of Freiburg. 

After the war, Heidegger’s per- 
mission to teach was withdrawn, 
until a special tribune ruled that he 
had not been active in the Nazi move- 
ment. He then retired to ‘the rela- 
tive seclusion of his Black Forest 
cabin.

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Law for 
Transkei 
homeland 
published 


CAPE TOWN.-—South Africa yes- 
terday published legislation grant- 
ing a black homeland independence 
on October 26 this year, 2 landmark 
in the policy of separate racial deve- 
lopment. 

The act of parliament also will 
putomatically deprive some 1:5 mil- 
lion blacks of their South African 
citizenship, constitutions] experts 
seid. 

. South Africa will classify anyone 
with birth, cultural or Linguistic 
connections with the Transkei home- 
land as a citizen of the new state. 


Under its chief minister, Para- 
mount Chief Kaiser Matanzima, the 
Transkei was the first homeland to 
opt for independence in Pretoria's 
pelicy to divide South Africa into 
white and black states. There are 
10 black homelands and so far only 
one other, Bophutatswana, has 
chosen to follow the Transkei. 


WITHOUT VIOLENCE 


In a Republic Day speech at Pre- 
torla University, Prime Minister 
John Vorster said yesterday that as 
far as he knew the Transkei would 
be the first black state to attain 
nationhood “without violence, hate 
or discord” He said it showed 
South Africa's “good faith.” 

There are between 15 and 2 
million Xhosa and Sotho inhabitants 
of the Transkei, in the far southeast 
of South Africa, and a further 1.5 
million members of the Xhosa and 
Sotho tribes who live in “white 
South Africa.” 

Ig the independent Transkei re- 
fuses to extend citizenship to those 
working in the Republic, then they 
“will become stateless persons by 
an act of the Transkei," according 
to the Minister of Bantu Affairs, 
MC. Botha. 

Matanzima has said It should be 
left to the individual to opt for 
whatever status he wishes. Under 
the act being presented to Parlia- 
ment mow, persons considered to be 
Transkeian will be permitted to 
vote in elections in the new state, 
whether they live there or in South 
Africa. 

Disputes over citizenship can be 
referred to a board to be appointed 
by the South African and Trans- 
keian Prime Mimisters, according to 
the new act, which is being opposed 
by white opposition parties on the 
grounds it will fragment the Re- 
public, apportioning about 13 per 
eent of the land area to the 18 
million blacks, more than 70 per 
cent of the population. 

In Rhodesia, a group of white 
business and professional men is 
calling for an end to racial discri- 
mination as a means of forestalling 
increased guerrilla activity, a 
Spokesman said on Tuesday. 


WHITE SUPPORT 


He said the group would announce 
details of its campaign to cognsoli- 
date general white .support for Its 
views. Members of the group did 
not want to be identified but there 
was a growing feeling among 
whites the guerrilla war could not 
be won by military means alone.

General calls

LISBON. — A right-wing Portu- 
guese general, Gen. Kaulza de Arri- 
aga, told a news conference Tues- 
day that the country was in a 
situation of a “national disaster and 
fast evolving towards its consum- 
mation, with a real danger to the 
very existence of Portugal as an 
independent nation.” MHverything 
since the April 25, 1974 revolution 
that ended 48 years of dictatorship 
“hes been a mistake because mili- 
tary men aren't politicians,” he 
added. 

Tt was Arriaga’s first public state- 
ment since his release from 16 
months in prison last January. The 
country’s leftist rulers jailed him 
during the convulsions surrounding 
the resignation of former president 
de Spinola in September, 


1974. 

The general earned the nickname 
“Pink Panther” from the troops he 
ecmmanded during the Portuguese 
colonial wars in the East African 
territory of Mozambique. He was 
a friend and admirer of American 
Gen. William Westmoreland and his 
strategy against the Mozambican 
guerrillas reflected those of West- 
moreland in Viemmam. 

Regarding Portugal's June 27 
presidential elections, Arriaga said 
the time was not “suitable” for 
him to be a candidate, but “should 
the opportunity arise for my more 
active intervention, and the Portu. 
guese people so desire, I will be 
present.”

“The accusation is totally fab- 
ricated,” Wren said. “I'm not 
ἃ spy.” 

Krimsky said his company’s 
policy did not allow him to 
comment. Friendly was travel- 
ling in Central Asia and un- 
available for comment.

The Soviet Union has not 
taken any action against an 
American correspondent LUving 
in Moscow since 1970, when it 
barred three.

In New York, “The Times”

“It is essential that not only 
the readers of the newspaper, 
but our news sources have a3- 
surance that they are dealing 
only with us and not with some 
Secret branch of the govern- 
ment,” "The Times” said.

LONDON. — U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger said on Tues- 
day night that American get-tough 
pressure and the Ford administra- 
tion's new Africa policy helped pro- 
duce Cuban Premier Fidel Castro's 
announcement he is withdrawing 
combat troops from Angola. 

“T think Cuba has had to recog- 
nize that its relationship with the 
U.S. was deteriorating to a serious 
point, that we were determined to 
prevent any farther military adven- 
tures,” Kissinger said in 2 CES tele-~ 
vision interview. 

Asked if the new U.S, policy to- 
ward Africa prodded Cuba Into the 
pullback action, Kissinger said, ‘T 
think the new African policy contri-

buted importantly, and certainly 
gained us a great deal of support 
in Africa.” 

“Other African states agreed with 
our policy that African development 
should be left to African nations 
and: should not be determined by 
outside forces. I think all of these 
factors came together,” he added.

_BAIFA. — 
“AT LEAST two-thirds of Israel's 
heart attack fatalities could be saved 
if they received competant medical 
aid within the first two hours after 
the seizure and before they are 
moved," according to Dr, Egon Riss, 
head of Rambam Hospital's heart in- 
stitute. 

. Dr. Riss, who heads the medical 
advisory committee of the Greater 
Haifa Magen David Adom, says 
that some 2,800 heart attack victims 
are admitted to Rambam each year. 
“The mortality rate is highest 
among the 45 to 55 age group, just 
when they are at the height of their 
productivity," he explains. "Βαϊ 
two-thirds could be saved and 
restored to health by quick medical 
aid given them at their home or 
place of work. 


As it happens, talks are now un- 


with a medical team of three: a heart 
specialist, a male nurse and a 
driver. The fully-equipped am- 
bulance, a gift from abroad, has 
already arrived, but operating funds 
are not yet available. 

MDA has also greatly improved its 
ambulance and duty doctors ser- 
vices lately. Where only one doctor 
was in attendance at the MDA centre 
in Rehov Yitzhak Sadeh (opened 
about two years ago), four are now 
on duty between 13.00 and 16.00 
(when Kupat Holim clinics are clos- 
ed) and after 19.00 Two of 
these duty doctors travel in the am- 
bulances and render first aid to the 
sick or accident victims on their way 
to the This innovation has 
eased the heavy work at the 
hospitals" ¢ ing wards and speed- 
ed up treatment after admission.

New triplets need a home 


. THE TRIPLET daughters of Rina 
and Zevulun Muallem, aged one 
month last Friday, ere still at 
Shasre Zedek Hospital in Jerusalem. 
They've been healthy enough to go 
home for nearly two weeks now. The 
problem is that they have no home. 

Their mother, 18, and father, 21, 
haye been living with Zevulun's 
family in 2 long green shack shaped 
like a railroad car: a pre-fabricated 
structure like dozens of others that 
compose the Asbestonim quarters, A 
and 8. in Jerusalem. The Mualiem 
family moved there — temporarily, 
they thought — when they arrived in 
Israel from Iraq 19 years ago. The 
surrounding hills have since 
sprouted high-rise apartments. 
Down in the valley, the Asbestonim 
residents are gradually being re- 
located and the pre-faba reduced to 
their concrete platforms. But the 
pace is hardly noticeable to those 
who live there. 

Rina and Zevulun are entitled to 
help from Prazot, the joint state- 
municipal housing company which 
helps slum evacuees to buy alternate 
housing. The go-between has been 
Ruthie Rogolund, a third-year social 
work student doing her practical ser- 
vice at the “little Hadassah," 2 
community-oriented public health 
centre in Kiryat Hayovel. 

After weeks of hunting, the couple 
did find a three-room flat that suited 
them, Ruthie said. It had just enough 
space and was close enough to some 
of Rina's sisters-in-law to ensure 
some help from them. But Prazot 
refused to approve the flat, in Ir 
Ganim, because the neighbourhood 
already drew too heavily on the exis- 
tent social services. Prazot offered 
an alternative flat. slightly larger. in 
Katamon Tet, and the couple are 
now deciding whether or not they 
will take it. 

Asked what choice remained to 
them, Nissim Cohen of Prazot said, 
“There is nothing left for them to 
choose."' He refused to put the fami- 
lyin the “difficult” neighbourhood of 
Ir Ganim. He was offering a slightly 
larger flat, he said, and one closer to 
Rina's mother. But Rina's mother, 
for all her wish to help, has seven 
other children to take care of. 

If the couple declines the Katamon 
offer, they will have to look for 
another flat on their own — and, said 


Cohen, there is no certainty that it 
will be approved for payment 
(1L2,400-2,500 per sq.m.) by Prazot. 

Meanwhile, Ruthie explained, the 
hospital was mounting pressure to 
take the children out. Until! when 
would they be willing to keep them? 
“The deadline was two wecks ago,"" 
said Ruthie. 


THE PRE-FAB is clearly not the 
place for three month-old babies. 
When I visited recently, Rina and T 
talked overa cup of tea ina sparsely- 
furnished bedroom, one of four 
rooms made of asbestos and no 
closeable doors that I could see. Five 
or six relatives and friends were sit- 
ting around in the kitchen, and their 
talk and the radio were clearly audi- 
ble. The building accommodated ten 
people in five beds, Rina explained. 
The bedroom walls were stencilled 
in three or four colours, and the only 
other decoration in the room was an 
ashtray, which Rina filled as we 
talked. 

“I’m 18 years old, the mother of 
three healthy daughters, and I'm 
happy," said Rina, pausing for the 
statement to sink in. She had brown 
hair and freckles, and wore jeans 
and a cotton pullover. She had refus- 
ed to have x-rays taken before the 
birth and had a herd time adjusting 
to the shock of triplets. She is now 
coping with the problems, aided by 
three social workers — besides 
Ruthie. one from the hospital, and 
one from the Kiryat Hayovel 
Welfare Office. “I'll wait a few years 
and then have triplet sons,” Rina 
joked. But she was serious about 
wanting “‘at least one boy.” 

Zevulun, as she saw him, was the 
mainstay of his family — financial 
and emotional. The eldest child, he 
had gone through the required 
mobilization procedures, but then 
went *‘from office to office’ asking 
for an exemption. When -nothing 
came of his petition, Rina said, he 
deserted. As a result, he spent most 
of his married life in an army prison, 
and was pardoned only on 
Independence Day, after the babies 
were born. Until he actually saw his 
daughters, he refused to believe he 
was the father of triplets. Now he's 
convinced. Asidé from apartment- 
hunting, he is looking for a job. 

Maunufacturers and organizations 


have promised gifta: a baby 
carriage for three, supplies of milk, 
baby powder and oil for a year are 
among them. Tadiran, where Rina 
was an assembly-line worker until 
the birth, has promised some help. 
Once the girls have a home, the 
Demographic Centre of the Prime 
Minister's Office will share with the 
Welfare office the cost of a 
metapelet { baby-nurse) for at least 
six months. The most likely can- 
didate for the job is Hannah 
Ya'acobi, whose composure and 
patience have helped eight families 
after multiple births in the past five 
years. 


RINA'S FRIEND Ronit joined us, 
and the conversation turned to stuffy 
bosses, split work shifts, shoe styles, 
and self-important neighbours who 
dress beyond their means and ignore 
anyone from “the neighbourhood" 
they bump inte downtown. 

Ronit told Rina the triplets were 
really a piece of good luck. With one 
child, or even twins, the Muallems 
would have attracted no attention. 
Whatever the problems, this was 
their chance to get out of the 
Asbestonim. Rina agreed, with ob- 
vious reservations about whether the 
“attention would continue. 

The slecpy triplets have been 
featured on various newspaper 
pages. But before the birth, when did 
ἃ reporter last come to the 
Asbestonim? They could only recall 
ἃ TV crew which filmed the quarter 
three years ago. Nothing happened 
as a result, Rina said. Likud leader 
Menahem Begin was also there, and 
“even he couldn't do anything.” 

Ilana Nash, the social worker at 
the Welfare office who has worked 
with the Muallems for the past two 
and a half years, put things in a 
slightly more positive light. Whether 
the cause had been demonstrations, 
news coverage, or anything else, 
there was some movement out of the 
area now. The Muallems hada whole 
shack to themselves. and many 
families had only half, Rina, unlike 
many girls, had finished nine years 
of schooling and held a steady job — 
a sign that she would hold out. 

Whatever else she did, Dana was 
also wishing the new family luck. 
“But I have to wish very hard,” she 
said.

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Tax reform failure 


PROF. BEN Shahar and other members of the panel whose 
recommendations formed the basis of last year's income tax 
reform have warned of serious erosion eating away at the 
reform. The criticism is well taken and even understated. for 
erosion is hardly the word to apply to that part of the reform 
which has not been implemented at all. 

This refers to the large-scale income tax evasion on the 
part “of substantial sectors of the self-employed. and to the 
need to launch a head-on attack on the underground economy 
based on untaxed profits and other “black” moneys. 

It is difficult today to recall the feeling of relief which swept 
the country last year when the Ben Shahar recommendations 
were announced. This feeling of relief also embraced those tax- 
payers who over the years had, willingly or unwillingly, become 
enmeshed in the officially sanctioned tax diddling of the Sapir 
era. This change in public opinion, which the committee sought 
both to create and exploit, smoothed the way for initial imple- 


This early success was also due to the impression created 
among salaried tax-payers that no one would lose from the 
new tax rates and regulations. Moreover the principle was 
adopted that in no case would net income be lowered during 
the first year. The moment of truth has now come and gone, 
and the sad fact is that the orinciple of the sanctity of net 
income has apparently triumphed over the principles which 
underlay the Ben Shahar reforms. This is the only conclusion 
possible, to judge from the cases of the ἘΠῚ Al air crews, the 
maritime crews and various other interest groups. 

Failure to impose the reform principles universally and uni- 
formly more than a year after the reforms began — plus the 
Treasury's impotence in applying the same reforms to the 
self-employed—has undercut the basis purpose of the tax reform 
committee. This purpose was to bring about a change in the 
public atmosphere, which over the past few years had begun 


The Ben Shahar proposals were based on the correct as- 
sumption that few Israelis delight in cheating on their taxes, 
‘but that there are also few who could totally resist all temp- 
tation. Fhe mainstream, it was assumed, was largely influenced 
in its attitudes by the general atmosphere. What had happened 
in the Israel of the 1967-73 inter-war years’ was that leading 
sectors of this mainstream had gradually succumbed to the 
message that cheating on taxes was no longer reprehensible, 
and for fear of being made to look the fool, had, indeed, turned 
around and created the public atmosphere condoning such be- 


The failure to change this circumstance constitutes the major 
economic failure of the past year. 
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flew in by Austrian Airlines. The 
main responsibility for the tragedy 
thus falls on the Austrian authorities 
from whose territory the plane took 
off.

“Tuesday's disaster is a reminder 
that greater caution and alertness 
are called for, and this applies also 
to the foreign airlines which run 
flights to Israel. 

“The terrorists who have been 
welcomed by so many European 
countries are again revealing their 
true character. Wiul this lead their 
European hosts to have second 
thoughts on whether to oust them 
from their countries?'' The paper 
asks, concluding that the Austrian 
Government should re-examine its 
attitude towards the terrorist 
organizations. 4 
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LONDON. which houses the Socialist 
International Bureau is an ideal van- 
tage point for observing trends in 
Europe-Israc! relations. From his 
post in London, Yoram Peri, Euro- 
pean representative of the Israel 
Labour Party keeps regular contact 
with the various European socialist 
parties and their leaders. The plc- 
ture he draws of a steady erosion of 
the European socialist position on 
the Palestinian issue is alarming. 
But ‘Forewarned is forearmed’, and 
he holds that public opinion In Israel 
must be alerted to this development. 

Between 1967 and 1973 says Peri. 
Israel ‘lost the battle in Europe" on 
the Palestinian issue. He explains: 
“Israel's policy was that the 
Palestinians did not exist, while the 
Arabs managed to persuade Euro- 
pean public opinion and policy- 
makers that they did exist." 

From 1973 onwards, Peri adds, we 
have becn In the process of losing the 
second battle, over what is termed 
“the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinians,” or ‘the Palestinians‘ 
right to self-determination."* He 
points out that a number of Euro- 
pean governments have laid down a 
pro-Arab line some years ago 
already. That is especially the case 
for France and Italy, which manag- 
ed to swing the other Common 
Market members behind them in the 
Common Market Declaration on the 
Middle East of November 1973. But 
the newest, and for Israel the most 
alarming development, is that even 
the friendliest socialist parties have 
begun to change their stands. 


‘The burning issue at the moment 
is not whether the Palestinians exist 
or not — that is quite clear to them — 
nor whether the Palestinians possess 
‘legitimate rights’. What 1s left open 
is only the question whether the 
European socialists should 
recognise the need to establish a 
separate Palestine state, and 
whether to recognise the PLO as the 
representative of the Palestinian 
people. On both scores, there is 
general erosion of the previous 
positions of the European parties, in- 
cluding the most pro-Israeli of 
them,"’ Peri warns. 


MAPAM'S threatened exit from the 
Alignment causes Moshe Wertman's 
usually unperturbed brow to crease 
with anxiety.

“I do not foresee more MKs cross- 
ing the red line out,"' says Wertman. 
He is not altogether shocked by the 
independent manner of some of his 
colleagues. “It shows we are not 
totalitarian.” But he admits that it 
takes a lot of hard work to make the 
tree spirits abide by the rules of 
organized parllamentary procedure. 

How is that done? Well, there is no 
ready recipe. "You just feel it in 
your bones that something is brew- 
ing. You speak to people. Directly, 
on the phone, in committees, The 
whip, you might say, is the ever- 
present fireman looking for smoke.”’

European socialists and 
the Palestinian question 


Since the Six Day War there has beena steady erosion in the attitude of the 
socialist parties in Europe on the question of Palestine, says YORAM PERI, 
the Labour Party's European representative. MARK SEGAL reports. 


The most extreme pro-Arab line 
among European socialists is taken 
by Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky. He is openly urging the 
PLO to recognise Israel and to agree 
to a mini-state in the West Bank and 
Gaza. Next comes the Italian 
Socialist Party (P.S.I.1, which 
recently invited the PLO to attend 
their convention, thus marking 2 
precedent among socialist parties. 
Israe]'s Labour Party responded by 
boycotting the occasion. Another 
warning sign comes from the other 
end of the continent where the 
Swedish Social Democrats, their 
country's ruling party, are moving 
towards the PLO. The party's 
secretary-general some two months 
ago formally received the PLO 
foreign affairs spokesman Farouk 
.Kadoumi. The officfel line is that 
Sweden's socialists recognize the 
PLO as ‘the most authoritative 
representative of the Palestinian 
people.” _ 

In France, the Socialist Party 
leader. Francois Mitterand, whois a 
lifelong supporter of Israel, has 
begun to speak of the PLO as ‘one of 
the representatives of the Palesti- 
nian people,"’ Peri notes. The change 
has set in even among such sworn 
backers of the Jewish State as 
Danish Prime Minister Anker 
Jorgensen, who a month ago an- 
nounced that he would permit the 
PLO to open an “information 
bureau" in Copenhagen.

and lberalism — could succumb to 
such cheap jingoism and actively 
support such an obscene and im- 
moral act as the settlement and sub- 
sequent annexation of land almost 
entirely populated by another na- 
ton. Ahad He'am warned us many

However, the of- 
ficial British stand makes δ distinc- 
tion between the recognition of 
“Palestinian rights’’ and the 
recognition of the PLO, and the 
Foreign Office has denied that it in- 
tends altering the status of the PLO 
representative, who has been in Lon- 
don since 1971 es a member of the 
Arab League Mission. 

Relterating- his warning of erosion 
in the an socialists’ position 
on the Palestinian lasue, Peri points 
out that while some parties speak 
merely of ‘The National Rights of 
the Palestinians,"’ most of them hold 
that the Middle East conflict will not 
be solved without ‘giving expression 
to the political rights of the 
Palestinians," and this trend is 
beginning to manifest itself in louder 
support for a Palestinian state. This 
is certainly algo the case with 
several non-socialist European 


unionism to purely political activity, 
which led him to the Knesset on the 
Labour Party list. 

He expects some difficulties this 
coming year.

- Alignment faction “pretty soon," as 
the Knesset is supposed to pass the 
budget bill before the end of next 
month. Electoral, reform, to which 
Labour committed itself in its last 
platform, awaits its first reading in 
the Knesset — but the Liberals, who 
had supported it in the past, have 
recently turned their backs on it, 
probably under pressure from their 
Herut partners in the Likud. ᾿ 

“We shall contact them soon, as 
well as our partners in the coalition, 
the National Religious Party and the 
Independent Liberals, who have un- 
til now been staunchly opposed to the 
proposed reform. The spectre of 
political stalemate which haunts the 
present system may induce all good 
parliamentarians to be a little more 
pd Wertman muses, wistful- 
ly. 

Even the most accomplished ex- 
pert in consensus politics fears that 
any further atomisation of Israel’s 
parties could prove disastrous.

A GROUP of Dutch visitors recently 
toured Israel by bicycle, setting a 
good example to all of us, since cycl- 
ing 1s not only good for the health but 
saves expensive petrol and avoids 
polluting the atmosphere. 

The troup found spick-and-span 
bicycles awaiting them at the Petah 
Tikva Youth Hostel. The Dutch girls 
were a little surprised thaf all were 
so-called ‘‘men’s models,” but as 
they wore jeans the cross-bar caused 
them no bother. 

From Petah Tikva, the cyclists 
pedalled to Zichron Yaakov and then 
to Nahariya (where they found the 
bicycle to be a still popular method 
of getting around). From the coast, 
they turned iniand to Nazareth and 
then came up to Jerusalem, Getting 
up to the capital was a bit difficult 
and they took the bus for part of the 
journey, but going down to the coast 
again was a piece of cake, in World 
War Two jargon. 

‘The Dutch cycling tour was spon- 
sored by the young Israeli Cyclist 
and Touring Club which plans an in- 
ternational conference in Netanya in 
December. In the meantime it is 
hoped that cycling paths will be laid 
out in and around flat areas such as 
Lod, Ramle, Beersheba, Ashkelon 
and Ashdod, as wel) as near the Tel 
Aviv and Bar. Dan universities, 
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governments, such as the Christian 
Democratic Government of Italy, 
which speaks of the need to “create 
an independent state" for the 
Palestinians, and the French 
Government refers to ‘patrie’’ 
(homeland) for the Palestinians.

terrorism.”’ Only recently, however, 
Chancellor Schmidt used the term 
“gtaatlichkeit" (statehood) in dis- 
cussing the Palestinian issue. 


Says the Labour Party's European 
representative: ‘We stilldonot hear 
talk In favour of setting up a 
separate Palestinian state from the 
official spokesmen of the parties, but 
in unofficial conversations, one does 
hear the refrain al) too frequentiy."" 
He adds: “I have no doubt that this 
process will continue, and Israeli 
public opinion. especially in the 
Labour Party, must be aware of 

In the most general terms, the 
European socialist position may be 
classified under three headings: "an 
Israeli withdrawal to the 1967 lines, 


with minor adjustments; the yn. 
qualified right of the Jewish state tg 
exist in security; and the realizatian. 
of the Palestinians’ legitimats 
rights."* ‘The European soctaliat par. 
tles agree on the need for 2 Palestine 
entity, but ace undecided wi 
this should be part of ἃ confederation 
or a federation, or quite indepes. 
dent. and they have yet to decige. 
whether the PLO should be the 2 
representative of the Palestinians gp ἃ 
only one of several, or whether King’ 
Husscin is also to be involved, 
“Regrettably,” says Perl, “the 
West Bank elections strengthened 
these trends as well a3 the PLO's 
standing among Europtans. Stmilar. 
ly, the Europeans have feacted quite 
cynically to the Lebanese 
maasacres, and did not at all tee] 
that it should affect thelr conception 
of a Palestinian solution. 


Asked whether Arab propaganda 
had anything to do with this, Perj 
Takes the point that, of course, 
while the Arabs spend millions on 
Public relations, Israet's supporters 
only have a ἴον thousands to put 
their case forward.

Peri also wishes a clear distine.- 
tion to be made between the Euro 
pean attitude on the Israel-Paleating 
issue and on the general Israel-Arah. 
relationship. Indeed. Peril discerns 
change for the better in Israel's 
European image since 1973, follow. 
ing the Rabin Government's in. 
itiatives towards the Arab states, 
The interim agreement with ἘΣ 
was particularly well received.” 
When asked what is to be done next, 
Peri replies: ''As the party's official . 
representative I am not entitled to’ 
give advice In public: but whichever 
policy is finally adopted — whether 
in the direction of the Yariv formula 
or of stiffening up the campaign 
against the PLO — will be better 
than no policy. Clearly we muat take 
the initiative.”
